Lend Me Some Politicians, | Am Your Neighbor 





Daly City nurses enlist San Francisco politicians to save a major hospital that largely serves low-income patients from the whims 


of aLos Angeles billionaire.

Should Daly City’s hospital shut- 


ter at the hands of a hedge fund, nurses’ 
unions warn, it could create a regional 
health-care crisis that could drastically 
affect low-income patients and seniors. 

Ever since Verity Health System 
filed for Chapter 11 bankruptcy on 
Aug. 31, nurses at one of its six Cali- 
fornia hospitals, Seton Medical Center, 
have been anxious about the facility’s 
uncertain fate. San Franciscans have 
reason to be anxious, too: According to 
Verity, they make up about 14 percent 
of the patients who seek emergency 
care at the Daly City hospital. Overall, 
roughly 27,000 people in both San 
Francisco and northern San Mateo 
County each year would spill into other 
medical centers, such as Zuckerberg 
San Francisco General Hospital. 

About 80 percent of Seton patients 
obtain care through Medicaid and Me- 
di-Cal, making it a safety-net hospital 
for seniors and low-income people. 

“For them to have to wait for ser- 
vice is deadly,” says Debra Amour, a Se- 
ton nurse who’s worked in the facility 
for nearly 25 years. “As an ICU nurse, I 
know that.” 

Similarly concerned nurses packed 
a United Irish Cultural Center room 
on the evening of Oct. 10. The town 
hall included a fair amount of political 
posturing — and attracted a curious 
pint-holding few from the adjacent bar. 
State Sen. Scott Wiener and Assem- 
blymember Phil Ting made up the San 
Francisco contingent on a panel discus- 
sion about the hospital’s future, joined 
by Daly City Mayor Juslyn Manalo, San 
Mateo County Supervisor David Cane- 
pa, and hospital officials. Even Gordon 
Mar wandered in as an audience mem- 
ber to remind Sunset voters he’s run- 
ning for District 4 supervisor. 

“We cannot allow the only hospital 
in north San Mateo County to be shut 
down,” Ting told the crowd. “Period.” 

Aside from promising that they'll 
make sure Seton stays open, elected 
officials joined in the sharp criticism of 
the billionaire behind Verity: the Los 
Angeles Times’ new owner, Dr. Patrick 
Soon-Shiong, who stakeholders believe 
is the cause of the hospital’s demise. In 
July 2017, Soon-Shiong became a ma- 
jority owner of Integrity Healthcare, a 
company formed by New York hedge 
fund BlueMountain Capital, which 
took over the indebted hospital chain 
in 2015. 

Then-California Attorney General 
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Kamala Harris set 10-year conditions 
for the acquisition, requiring Seton to 
operate as a general acute-care hospital 
with 24-hour emergency services that 
participates in Medi-Cal and Medicaid. 
The new owners promised to set aside 
$180 million over five years for health 
facility improvements and to keep up 
with costly seismic compliance require- 
ments until 2030 — something to 
which San Mateo County has already 
contributed $40 million. 

But just a few months after Soon- 
Shiong’s high-profile, $500-million 
purchase of the L.A. Times from Tronc, 
Verity filed for bankruptcy and Seton’s 
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security went out the window. The 
2015 conditions are pending enforce- 
ment from Attorney General Xavier 
Becerra, whose office has submitted 
filings to the U.S. Bankruptcy Court in 
Los Angeles. 

Soon-Shiong “had come into our 
community to act like a savior and re- 
alized he’s just a mere mortal,” Canepa 
tells SF Weekly. “He disappointed ev- 
eryone by walking away from his com- 
mitment. He is the one who should be 
held accountable for this.” 

For its part, Verity feels that filing 
for Chapter 11 bankruptcy was a stra- 
tegic decision chosen from among few 
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options. CEO Rich Adcock cited more 
than $1 billion in legacy bond debt 
and unfunded pensions, an inability to 
renegotiate contracts, and the seismic 
retrofitting and other capital invest- 
ments when he announced the filing. 

“Despite many efforts over the last 
decade to create opportunities for 
success, we can no longer swim against 
the tide of our operating reality,’ Ad- 
cock said in a statement in August. 
“We are confident that today is a first 
critical step toward putting each facili- 
ty on better footing for the future.” 

If Seton ultimately closes its doors, 
it won't happen overnight. Verity se- 


cured $185 million to keep the hospital 
running at full speed while it restruc- 
tures and seeks buyers. Canepa’s office 
began supervising that process and 
reached out to other hospitals, quickly 
finding at least a few potential buyers. 

Unfortunately for developers look- 
ing at the 32-acre site as an opportuni- 
ty to build lucrative housing, the Daly 
City city council passed a resolution 
on Sept. 24 to ensure the site will con- 
tinue to be zoned for hospital use. The 
San Mateo County Board of Supervisor 
passed a similar resolution, adding 
that it should be maintained under 
conditions set by the Attorney General 
in 2015. 

Also at stake are about 1,000 jobs. 
The National Union of Healthcare 
Workers (NUHW) represents about 
half of Seton’s medical staff, while 29 
percent belong to the California Nurs- 
es Association (CNA). But nurses are 
most concerned with finding a buyer to 
keep Seton open and patients served 
— and not just any new owner. 

“We're a safety-net hospital system, 
and we need a buyer who knows how 
to run a safety-net hospital system,” 
Amour says. “Hedge funds don’t know 
how to do this.” 

After the town hall, Amour report- 
ed feeling “quite optimistic” that stake- 
holders will keep Seton’s doors open 
and fully operational. Most action by 
elected officials has occurred behind 
closed doors in the weeks since, but 
will now involve government agencies 
who have a vested interest in keeping 
Seton running. 

On Friday, officials from the San 
Francisco Department of Health, San 
Francisco Health Plan, NUHW, CNA, 
Ting’s office, the San Mateo Labor 
Council, Health Plan of San Mateo, 
the San Francisco Labor Council, and 
the San Mateo County Health System 
will all convene for a working group to 
discuss the hospital’s future. Though 
some at the town hall called for the 
county to take over the hospital com- 
pletely and keep health care away from 
the whims of big businesses, Canepa 
says they are looking at public-private 
partnership options. 

“We know it’s not only a San Mateo 
County problem, it’s a San Francisco 
problem,” Canepa says. “People are be- 
ginning to realize there’s a lot of value 
in keeping Seton open.”

November's kidney-dialysis measure has become the most expensive ballot proposition inthe 
U.S.- with all the money coming from special interests.

The most confusing measure on the 
California ballot may be the dialysis-clinic 
proposal known as Proposition 8, which takes 
the economics of kidney treatment before 
voters who are generally completely unfamil- 
iar with dialysis. Despite the relatively ob- 
scure subject matter, this initiative has 
quietly become the most expensive ballot ini- 
tiative on November’s ballot — not just in 


California, but anywhere in the United States. 


The two sides have pumped nearly $120 
million combined into this outpatient dial- 
ysis treatment debate. Most of that comes 
from the opposition’s TV campaign, in 
which an angry patient fumes, “The people 
who wrote this proposition, I would like to 
look them right in the face and have them 
tell me how it’s going to help me.” 

So SF Weekly looked the people who 
wrote this proposition right in the face — 
on FaceTime, to be specific — and asked 
them how Prop. 8 would help the 80,000 
California patients who rely on dialysis 
clinics. 

“It improves patient care in an industry 
that has long gone under the radar,” says 
Sean Wherley, spokesperson for the Yes on 
Prop. 8 campaign. “Patients and workers 
[at clinics] report blood stains, cockroach- 
es, and severe understaffing that has left 
the industry in a crisis in California. It 
will push the industry to invest more in 
care, whether that’s hiring additional staff, 
purchasing new equipment, or improving 
facilities.” 

Dialysis is a blood-treatment process for 


people whose kidneys can no longer filter 
waste and toxins. Some patients can receive 
it at home or in a hospital, but most get 

the treatment at dedicated dialysis centers. 
Prop. 8 would limit the cost of the proce- 
dure at those centers “to 115 percent of the 
costs for direct-patient care and quality-im- 
provement costs” and require rebates if a 
patient were charged more than that. 

Opponents argue that those rebates 
would go to large insurance companies — 
not patients. 

“There is no language in the initiative 
whatsoever requiring insurance companies 
to pass the rebates to consumers or em- 
ployers to offset insurance costs,” the No 
on Prop. 8 campaign tells us in a statement. 

They also insist that the dialysis indus- 
try is not as profitable as the measure’s 
backers claim. 

“If Prop. 8 passes, 83 percent of clinics 
in California will be operating in the red,” 
says No on Prop. 8 spokesperson Kathy 
Fairbanks, citing analysis by the Berkeley 
Research Group. “That can’t go on forever. 
Clinics will be forced to cut back services, or 
eventually, to close.” 

These conflicting arguments define 
the record-breaking $120 million Prop. 8 
debate. But not a dime of that $120 mil- 
lion comes from grassroots donors. It’s all 
from unions, political parties, and dialysis 
clinics. 

Donation data from the Secretary of 
State shows that Yes on Prop. 8 has re- 
ceived $20 million, all from union political 
action committees and the California 
Democratic Party. Meanwhile, the No on 
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Prop. 8 campaign has received about $100 
million, all of it just from six dialysis clinic 
companies. 

Nearly half of that $100 millon comes 
from just two big-money dialysis firms. 
Davita, Inc. and Fresenius Medical Care 
control 5,000 lucrative dialysis clinics na- 
tionwide, and both have branches here in 
San Francisco. 

“They made profits of $4 billion last 
year, Yes on 8’s Wherley says of Davi- 
ta and Fresenius. “This is why they are 
sending out the scare tactic that clinics 
are going to close. They have the money 
to continue keeping these clinics open. 
They’re just going to have to send some of 
these profits into the patient care venue, as 
opposed to shareholders’ profits.” 

But the No on Prop. 8 crowd smells 
a rat. The measure is sponsored by the 
SEIU-United Healthcare Workers West, 
who they feel are trying to unionize the 
dialysis clinic industry. “The proponents of 
Prop. 8 risk the lives of vulnerable dialysis 
patients to achieve a political objective,” 
Fairbanks tells SF Weekly. “Using patients 
as pawns is wrong.” 

This makes Prop. 8 a proxy battle 
between unions and for-profit medical 
corporations, fighting over the economics 
of modern American healthcare. These ar- 
guments are over price and profit caps, not 
patient outcomes. And patients aren’t even 
paying any of Prop. 8’s $120 million bill.

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Bayview Domestic 
Violence Pilot Program 
Funded Through 2021 


A $750k federal grant will enable the district with 
the highest amount of domestic dispute-related 911 
calls to better serve its diverse population.

Cecilia Lam, 35, was shot in the head by her boy- 
friend in SoMa in 2014. The following year, 60-year-old Olga Diaz 
Clark fell into a coma and died after her ex-boyfriend broke into her 
Mission District apartment, strangled her, and repeatedly punched 
her in the head. In 2017, Susana Robles Desgarennes, 20, was fa- 
tally shot in a murder-suicide in Dolores Heights by a man who'd fa- 
thered her 4-year-old child. All told, 11 domestic violence-related 
homicides took place in San Francisco between the beginning of 
2014 and the end of 2017. The spike in fatalities was particularly 
noticeable, as it came after a quiet 44 months during which no one 
in city limits died at the hands of a family member or significant 
other. 

On Monday, District Attorney George Gascon joined Bayview 
Police Station Captain Steven Ford and leaders from domestic 
violence prevention groups La Casa de las Madres and APA 
Family Support Services to announce that San Francisco had 
received a $750,000 federal grant to continue its work linking 
police with support services to better serve victims and their 
families. 

At the moment, the program only exists in the Bayview. As 
police officers are called to scenes where a domestic dispute is 
taking place, they employ a series of 11 questions to pose to the 
victim, with the goal of better identifying those at risk for seri- 
ous injury or death. 

“Do you think your partner might try to kill you?” is one. “Ts 
your partner violently or consistently jealous, or do they control 
most of your daily activities?” is another. If five of the questions 
are answered in the affirmative, police connect the victim imme- 
diately to representatives from a local support service, who are 
available 24 hours a day. 

The quick transfer of the case to a trained expert is a vital 
step in ensuring their safety. According to the 2016 Family Vi- 
olence Council report, 3,240 calls about domestic violence were 
made to the police department. That same year, 21,240 cases 
were reported to community organizations, showing a sharp 
disparity between who people turn to when things at home turn 
violent. 

The data “continues to illustrate the gap between people 
willing to come to the police,” Gascon said Monday. “This is one 
of the most underreported crimes that we have, and it’s a crime 
that we know not only impacts the survivor of the incident, but 
the entire family. We know that both offenders and survivors of 
domestic violence generally come from households where family 
violence was prevalent, so the impact of these crimes not only 
affects the person here and now, but the entire family as it goes 
from one generation to the other.” 

The location of the program — the Bayview — is one that’s 
been carefully considered. The station receives 13 percent of the 
domestic violence-related calls citywide, and has a large number 
of monolingual speakers living in its boundaries. Connecting 
this diverse community with culturally competent service pro- 
viders is no small feat, particularly if there’s a stigma around air- 
ing one’s personal affairs with strangers. But since the launch of 
the program, 50 percent of the people surveyed by police have 
been identified as being at risk of death or serious injury, and 
were connected to services. 

The grant enables the program to continue in the Bayview for 
another three years, during which time data will be connected to 
help retain future funding for other neighborhoods citywide.

Hua’s Edibles 
Cookbook 


The Mellows founder offers a 
modern — and discreet — twist 
on THC-infused treats. 


Before the golden age of mari- 
juana got underway, the only cannabis 
cookbooks one might find at a local book- 
store felt more akin to the type of items 
carried at Hot Topic and Spencer’s Gifts. 
With covers emblazoned with oversized 
pot leaves and lettering that evoked 
smoke or psychedelia, these titles played 
into the novelty of cannabis as an ingre- 
dient while offering little in the way of re- 
liable 

— or legitimately delicious — recipes. 

Bay Area resident Stephanie Hua 
hopes to put an end to that with Edi- 
bles: Small Bites for the Modern Cannabis 
Kitchen (Chronicle Books). 

Set for release in early November, 
Edibles may have a few (comparatively) 
discreet pot leaves on its cover, but the 
focus is on the food. Including recipes 
like duck meatball sliders, cardamom 
caramels, and roasted beet hummus, 
Hua and co-writer Coreen Carroll’s 
work dovetails with a cultural shift 


away from those huge brownie slabs 
that risk torpedoing your day and 
toward gourmet bites infused with mi- 
crodoses of cannabis. 

Hua has experience in this arena al- 
ready. In 2015, she started Mellows — 
a San Francisco company that offers 
handcrafted, low-dose marshmallows. 
In a sense, Hua successfully predicted 
a pivot from “junk food” edibles to a 
more sophisticated approach. 

“T think the market is just now 
starting to catch up to this belief in 
low-dose edibles,” Hua says, “but 
we ve been doing that from the very 
beginning.” 

In fact, before she ever entered the 
cannabis industry, Hua met her future 
Edibles co-author while the two at- 
tended San Francisco Cooking School. 
While Hua focused on Mellows, Car- 
roll launched the Cannaisseur Series, 
which offers cannabis 
dining experiences and 
workshops across the 
Bay Area. 

“After we graduat- 
ed,” Hua recalls, “we re- 
alized that we were both 
working in cannabis. 
When the opportunity 
to make a cookbook 
came my way, there 
was really no one else I 
would’ve rather brought

onto this project than her.” 

Creating any type of cookbook is 
a substantial undertaking, but with 
cannabis, there are numerous other 
factors to consider. 

For one, cannabis can’t simply 
be listed on a recipe list in the same 
way one might denote the need for 
half a stick of butter, given the drastic 
varieties of potency between strains. 
In creating a cookbook geared toward 
low-dose bites, Hua and Carroll opted 
to develop the collection’s 30 recipes 
using the widely available strain Sour 
Diesel. 

Together, they created dosage calcu- 
lations based on the strain’s commonly 
accepted THC and THCA percentages, 
with the expectation that readers 
would be able to substitute the canna- 
bis the authors used for any strain with 
the equivalent levels. Now that 








such information is readily available 
on the labels of products at all licensed 
dispensaries, there is far less risk of a 
well-meaning amateur cook accidental- 
ly tripling a recipe’s potency. 

Edibles also includes a wealth of 
information on the practicalities of 
cooking with cannabis in sections like 
“The Importance of Cannabis,” “Tricks 
of the Trade,” and “Master Infusions.” 

“We want to set people up for 
success, Hua says. “We felt it was 
really important to include a section 
where we highlight different tips and 
techniques to help readers make sure 
they have consistency throughout the 
recipes. Especially when you're talking 
about something that’s intended to be 
a microdose, a few grams of an ingredi- 
ent can make a world of difference.” 

Naturally, none of Hua and Carroll's 

efforts would amount to 
much if the recipes them- 
selves were not first and 
foremost delicious. While 
they handled the dosing 
with lab testing, the pair’s 
family and friends bene- 
fited by serving as guinea 
pigs, sampling non-med- 
icated variations of corn 
dog muffins and roasted 
grape crostini. 
Indeed, it is the cook- 
book’s approach — pre- 
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senting itself as a collection of recipes 
that simply happen to include cannabis 
— that truly sets it apart from its pre- 
decessors. If the cannabis cookbooks of 
the past were concerned with getting 
you as high as possible, the focus with 
Edibles is to inspire cooks of any skillset 
to create something that balances ele- 
vation with flavor. 

“We really wrote this book with the 
food lover in mind,’ Hua says. “I think 
part of our underlying mission with 
putting this book out is to destigma- 
tize and normalize cannabis use. We 
felt it was really important for this to 
look like it could be right at home on 
anyone’s cookbook shelf. I think the 
culinary focus behind it makes it really 
appealing for people who just love to be 
in the kitchen, to cook for their friends 
and family, and to entertain. Whether 
it’s infused or non-infused, there’s 
nothing we love more than breaking 
bread and sharing a great meal with the 
people we love.”

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Legal steps to 
combat wage 
discrimination 


This week’s question comes from 
Tina in Noe Valley, who asks: 


Q: “I think that Iam being paid 


less than two men who are doing 
my same job. I work in Menlo Park, 
and there is a lot of talk about gender 
equality, but I don’t think it is being 
put into practice at my current job. 
We all have MBAs and started at the 
same time. One of the men is my 
same class, but the other worked in 
finance before getting his MBA. What 
is the status of the law and what can 
I do to find out if Iam being discrimi- 
nated against?” 


: Tina, you're right: Studies show 
pay gap exists between men 
and women. As I write this article, 
Iam sitting next to my 10-year-old 
daughter at the airport, coming back 
from Disneyland, and I look at her 
and think no one should pay her less 
based on her gender (or her Mickey 
Mouse ears). 
On Sept. 30, 2016, Gov. Jerry 

Brown signed into law Assembly Bill 
1676, authored by former Assem- 


blymember Nora Campos. AB 1676 
codified changes in the Labor Code, 
including Section 1197.5. Existing 
law already prohibited discrimination 
ased on sex, but there was a loop- 
hole that perpetuated historic salary 
disparity between men and women. 

The gender disparity can be 
demonstrated by statistics show- 
ing that, in 2015, the gender wage 
gap in California stood at 16 cents 
on the dollar. For women of color, 
wage inequality is much worse: Afri- 
can-American women in California 
make just 63 cents for every dollar 
white men make and Hispanic women 
less than 43 cents. This is a funda- 
mental unfairness. 

Studies have shown that this dis- 
parity is self-perpetuating; unequal 
past salaries lead to a continuation of 
the inequality. As the bill said, “When 
employers make salary decisions 
during the hiring process based on 
prospective employees’ prior salaries 
or require women to disclose their 
prior salaries during salary negotia- 
tions, women often end up at a sharp 
disadvantage and historical patterns 
of gender bias and discrimination 
repeat themselves, causing women to 
continue earning less than their male 
counterparts.’ Labor Code Section 
1197.5 now states that prior salary 
cannot, by itself, justify a wage dif- 
ferential. 

Labor Code Section 1197.5 (a) 


states, “An employer shall not pay 
any of its employees at wage rates 
less than the rates paid to employees 
of the opposite sex for substantially 
similar work, when viewed as a com- 
posite of skill, effort, and responsi- 
bility, and performed under similar 
working conditions, except where 
the employer demonstrates: (1) The 
wage differential is based upon one or 
more of the following factors: (A) A 
seniority system; (B) A merit system 
(C) A system that measures earnings 
by quantity or quality of production; 
or (D) A bona fide factor other than 
sex, such as education, training, or 
experience.” 

If you feel you are or have been 
suffering pay disparity you have op- 
tions: 1) You can go to the Division of 
Fair Labor Standards Enforcement, 
which is empowered to enforce the 
law, or 2) you can locate a good em- 
ployment law trial lawyer to handle 
your case either hourly on a contin- 
gency (meaning compensation is paid 
only if they successfully resolve your 
case). We handle such actions. 

In a civil lawsuit brought under 
Labor Code Section 1197.5, if you can 
demonstrate that you have received 
less than the wage to which you 
were entitled, you may recover ina 
civil action the balance of the wages, 
including interest thereon, and an 
equal amount as liquidated damages, 
together with the costs of the suit 
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and reasonable attorney’s fees, not- 
withstanding any agreement to work 
for a lesser wage. Liquidated damages 
are damages set at a predetermined 
amount — in this case, the amount of 
the under payment. 

A civil action to recover wages 
must be commenced no later than 
two years after the cause of action 
(the underpayment) occurs, except 
that a cause of action arising out of a 
willful violation may be commenced 
no later than three years. 

Although the law does not require 
anyone to disclose their wages, it 
clearly states that an employer shall 
not discharge, or in any manner dis- 
criminate or retaliate against, any em- 
ployee for acting to invoke or assist 
in any manner the enforcement of 
this section. Employers can’t prohibit 
employees from disclosing their own 
wages, discussing the wages of others, 
inquiring about another employee’s 
wages or aiding or encouraging any 
other employee to exercise his or her 
rights under this section. 

Any employee who is discharged, 
discriminated or retaliated against, 
in the terms and conditions of his or 
her employment because they sought 
to exercise their rights under Section 
1197.5, can file suit to be reinstated, 
reimbursed for any lost wages with 
interest, and/or receive any lost pro- 
motions or other benefits. There is a 
one-year period in which such claims 
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must be brought. 

Tina, if the male co-worker with 
more experience is getting paid more 
than his experience could explain a 
pay disparity, you may have the basis 
for a lawsuit. If he is willing to share 
his compensation plan with you, then 
that would be a good place to start 
your inquiry. If he won't, ask HR for 
the numbers. If there is a disparity, 
ask for the remedy I laid out above: 
back pay and interest and adjustment 
of your wage to be equal to your col- 
league. Show them this article. Maybe 
it will help them get the picture. 

Whatever course you take, make 
sure to create a record through email 
or other documentation in case you 
are retaliated against. As I always say, 
first try and work it out with your 
employer if possible. Lawsuits are 
time-consuming, often exhausting, 
business.

AL HEIGHTS 


But the beauty and charm of San Francisco's 
preeminent urban village may not 
be fully appreciated.

t 475 feet in height, Bernal Hill is 
taller than every point in the state of 
Florida. Scarred from its years as a 
chert quarry — the reddish rock was 
allegedly used for fill during the construction 
of Highway 101 — it’s home to rare California 
native plants like hummingbird sage, along 
with the occasional coyote. In the 1920s, de- 
cades before the neighborhood became fully 
built up, its north slope had a sign reading 
“MAXWELL,” a Hollywood Sign-style ad for 
a long-gone automobile company. Green in 
winter and scorched-yellow in summer, it’s an 
indicator of the seasons like few other hillsides 
inside the city proper, and if you look beyond 
the “spaghetti bowl” interchange of 101 and 
Interstate 280, you can see just how heavily 
industrialized the city’s eastern third remains. 
The one and only green flash this writer has 
ever witnessed was from its summit immedi- 
ately after a breezy December sunset in 2008. 

Along with Glen Park and West Portal, 
Bernal Heights is one of San Francisco’s urban 
villages: residential, self-contained neighbor- 
hoods with comparatively few out-of-town visi- 
tors and lots of secret charms. It’s the only one 
with its own mountain, although unlike Twin 
Peaks or Telegraph Hill, Bernal Hill’s vistas are 
virtually tourist-free, rising from the flat ex- 
panse of the Mission almost as dramatically as 
Edward Scissorhands’ mansion from the sur- 
rounding suburbia. A walk around reveals its 
subsections, from the affluent northwest slope 
to the flat tongue of land around Mitchell’s Ice 
Cream known as “La Lengua” to the Sunset-es- 
que area once occupied by St. Mary’s College. 

Consequently, it’s inaccurate to think of 
Bernal as simply one hill. There are several, all 
folded together, with a small section of Brad- 
ford Street ranking as the steepest grade of any 
street in San Francisco. The four lengthy blocks 
of Elsie Street alone contain a roller-coaster’s 
worth of ups and downs, and a remarkable 
intersection where Virginia branches off, 
downhill and to the west. Cortland Avenue, the 
main commercial drag, becomes almost can- 
yon-like as it dives toward Bayshore Boulevard, 
one of the ugliest thoroughfares in all of San 
Francisco. Bernal is cut off on three sides by 
ugly roads, in fact — and the fourth is an old 
railroad right-of-way blasted through the hill 
(the Bernal Cut, today’s J-Church line running 
down San Jose Avenue). 

Bayshore is all fast-food and automotive 
shops, plus the 150-year-old Old Clam House 
and the inimitably weird Silver Crest Diner. 
Even rehabilitated, the expressway-scale 
section of Cesar Chavez Street is built to max- 
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imize automotive through-put, and 280 is 
both loud and hard to traverse underneath on 
foot — all the more so if you're laden with bags 
of citrus from the Alemany Farmers Market, 
the oldest in the state. Urban renewal like this 
ripped so many cities apart, and Bernal should 
have asphyxiated, yet it thrived. Ask yourself: 
Have you ever met someone who didn't love 
Bernal Heights? 

Bernal’s hills hold many charms, from the 
Gaudi-esque house at 80 Bronte St. to the stat- 
uary-filled garden behind (and beneath) long- 
time lesbian bar Wild Side West to the brick- 
paved section of Winfield Street to the Sunday 
morning bagel pop-up at PizzaHacker. Sepa- 
rated into at least five or six discrete chunks, 
Peralta Street might be the most discontinuous 
thoroughfare in the city. A roughly triangular 
boulder on Folsom Street near the top of the 
hill has been painted over many times, most 
notably as a poop emoji, and the hilltop has 
a somewhat forbidding tower that cartophile 
nerd-blogger and La Lengua resident Burrito 
Justice dubbed “Sutrito.” It looks nothing like 
Sutro Tower, but its fenced-off base looks like 
the bunker Han Solo blew up in Return of the 
Jedi. From there, you can stare almost straight 
down to San Francisco’s mod-est Safeway. 

Not even Clement Street’s variety of restau- 
rants can match the strip along Mission Street 
from Cesar Chavez to Cortland — and from 
Old Devil Moon to Barebottle Brewing, Bernal 
is a beer destination in its own right. Parking is 
hard, though, and you have to be neighborly to 
live here, since most of the streets are too nar- 
row for two drivers to pass without slowing to 
a crawl. It’s prime Banana Belt territory, almost 
as sunny as the Mission and more dramatic 
when it isn’t. 

Once known as Red Hill for all the an- 
ti-Vietnam War activists who lived there, 
Bernal can be almost aggressively strange. Five 
years ago, an art installation at Queen’s Nails 
Projects — a now-defunct gallery space — in- 
volved the setting ablaze of 50,000 matches 
mounted to the wall in the shape of the United 
States. Once set alight for the benefit of doz- 
ens of art-goers with their iPhones ready, the 
flames surged out of control and the resulting 
smoke drove everyone out of the building. 
SFFD arrived, and the gallery didn’t last long 
after that. Fire of a different stripe might be 
more pernicious, though: The neighborhood 
had the hottest real estate in America in 2014 
and again last year. No one disputes that hous- 
ing is exorbitant, but Bernal has retained its 
personality. And as a result, everybody loves 
Bernal Heights. 
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THE THRILLPEDO

One of the best things that 
11-year-old Thrillhouse Records has go- 
ing for it is that, in the words of co- 
owner Fred Schrunk, “The block we’re 
on is kind of the last shitty block in the 
whole Mission-Bernal area.” 

With an empty storefront and 
defunct print-shop on one side anda 
7-Eleven behind a gas station on the 
other, it’s not a desirable location by 
any means. 

“We got a pretty good deal,” 
Schrunk adds. “Our rent has gone up 
twice since then, but by really small 
amounts, so we’re able to make it 
work. Our landlord doesn’t even live 
in the area. I’m sure he’s aware of 
what San Francisco has changed into, 
but it can still work.” 

But for more than a decade, the 
volunteer-run shop has kept it go- 
ing, selling (mostly) punk records 
at substantially cheaper prices than 
elsewhere, and it’s a great place to 


hang out and grab a fistful of buttons. 


Some 14 staffers each put in one 
four-hour shift per week, with a few 
others on-call in case someone flakes. 
Schrunk, a musician who’s also a 
bartender and manager at the nearby 
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Knockout, sounds like a pretty great 
boss, balancing the shop’s hangout 
element against the fact that it’s still 
a business with bills to pay. 

“It’s like, ‘Have a beer and invite 
your friends and hang out and listen 
to records and it’ll be fun, ” Schrunk 
says. “But if you come in the next 
day and it’s a total mess and it’s chip 
wrappers all over and empty bottles 
and all the math is messed up, then 
[ hit up the person, like, ‘Dude, you 
have to watch yourself.’ It’s always 
fine until people start fucking up — 
and then they’ll hear from me.” 

The initial dream was to start an 
all-ages venue, which something 
Schrunk, a resident of the Excelsior, 
still hopes to find an angel investor 
for. That phrase is almost conspic- 
uously un-punk, but this is San 
Francisco — plus a few years ago, 
Thrillhouse switched from a pointed 
cash-only policy to giving Visa a small 
percentage of most transactions. Too 
many people were putting a stack of 
records on the counter then walking 
away because they had only a 20 in 
their pocket. 

“We were bumming people out left 
and right, so if we’re gonna actually 
be able to sustain keeping this place, 
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Thrillhouse Records is thriving, 
but an angel investor wouldn't 
hurt, either.

we re gonna need to make the sacri- 
fice,” Schrunk says. 

Thrillhouse’s small footprint 
draws a crowd that’s about half “un- 
der-40 weirdos in the music scene” 
and half everybody else, from older 
people thumbing through the dollar 
classical bin to metal-heads on the 
hunt for deals to people entranced 
by weird zines. It’s quirky, but it’s 
arguably in the exact right spot, as 
the area where the Mission's “edgi- 
ness” — whatever that even means, 
but y know — climbs up the hill like a 
rhizome. But Schrunk agrees, noting 
that when looking for a place, he rode 
his bike up Mission from 14th Street, 
looking for for-rent signs. 

“All we were trying to do was find 
a storefront on Mission,” he says. 
“This area is something special: Front 
Porch, Blue Plate, PizzaHacker, Baby 
Blue — there’s so many good restau- 
rants out here. I know I’m biased but 
this little stretch is my favorite spot.”

Todd Lappin has had the same 
ZIP code for 28 years: 94110. It en- 
compasses much of the Mission, from 
Dolores Street at the western border 
all the way eastward to Highway 101, 
and from 16th Street at the north to 
its bottom, Bernal Heights. That’s 
where Lappin has resided for the last 
13 years, a fateful move that led to the 
creation of Bernalwood, a neighbor- 
hood-focused news site. 

“It was the classic “There’s a story 
here, but no one’s telling it,” Lappin 
tells SF Weekly, about what motivat- 
ed him to start Bernalwood. While 
larger publications focused on the 
happenings of the Haight, the Mis- 
sion, and elsewhere, Bernal Heights 
was being left behind. 

“It’s not a neighborhood that 
you pass through by accident,” he 
explains. But, “that has a lot to do 
with its character. It’s a big hill with 
winding streets, and it’s surrounded 
by big arteries that help you not 
go through it. It’s always had this 
weird isolation, this quietness and 
set-apartness and self-contained- 
ness that is unique, especially when 
you consider that it’s not that far 
from things.” 

Lappin, who has a background 
as a magazine editor, hopped on the 
task of telling Bernal’s stories as a 
hobby. In the eight years since, Ber- 
nalwood has become a vital source 
of news for the small hilly neighbor- 
hood, and even beyond. 

“There were early controversies 
where having a mouthpiece ended 
up being useful,” he says. At the 
same time, “it was a lot of exploring 
the characters, the texture of the 
neighborhood, and it was great.” 

As Lappin broke story after sto- 
ry, other, larger publications began 
to take notice, and his readership 
grew to be more citywide in scope. 
In part, that’s because Bernalwood 
has never solely focused on hard 
local news. Yes, there are the break- 
ing Muni crashes and the steep 
rise in home prices, but also posts 
dedicated to the demise of a popular 
neighborhood cat and the quirky, 
unexplainable mysteries that plague 
every neighborhood. 

Perhaps the best example of this 
was the “Bikini Jogger,” a woman 
who sprinted around the large- 


ly-residential neighborhood clad 
only in a bikini and flip-flops. Lap- 
pin got photos of her (always from 
the back, because people only pulled 
out their phones after she had 
passed) emailed to him for months. 
While he posted frequently about 
those incidents, he never tried to 
uncover her identity. 

“There are things like that that 
are supposed to remain mysterious,” 
Lappin says. “They’re the character 
of your neighborhood.” 

The diversity of stories that 
emerged from Bernal Heights 
forced Lappin to acquire skills more 
commonly found in breaking-news 
reporters: calling police to follow up 
on crimes and running to the scene 
of a fire. 

“I was trying to capture every- 
thing,” he says. “I spent years — in 
the best sense — on the beat. 
Everything was interesting. There 
were funny characters that came up, 
recurring themes — once every year 
or so there was some kind of nasty 
assault, but not really more than 
once a year. I had never been a beat 
reporter. I never had to deal with 
death or some awful things that 
happened.” 

And some particularly aw- 
ful things have taken place in 
the neighborhood since Lappin 
launched Bernalwood: A woman was 
critically injured earlier this year 
in a hit-and-run that was captured 
on video, and a mother was killed 
in Holly Park when a Parks Depart- 
ment vehicle ran over her while she 
sunbathed on the grass. 

But despite the sadness that 
comes with reporting on such 
incidents, Lappin says he’s “loved 
every second” of writing Bernalwood 
and exploring his neighborhood. 
Along the way, he’s met people he 
describes as Bernal’s “anchors” — 
Darcy Lee, proprietor of Cortland 
Avenue’s gift shop Heartfelt, Eden 
Stein of Secession Art & Design on 
Mission Street, and Ken Shelf at 
plant-shop Succulence. While there’s 
been turnover in the neighborhood, 
savvy business owners have also 
changed with the times. Shelf ran a 
video rental business for years, but 
when that started crashing, he tran- 
sitioned to selling succulent plants. 

“He’s always been ahead of the 
curve, Lappin says. “It’s a great sto- 
ry of how you adapt. There’s been no 
better way to get to know the people 
in your neighborhood, and it’s pretty 
terrific.” 

Regular readers may notice that 
no new stories have been posted to 
Bernalwood since April — but Lappin 
says it’s not dead, simply on hiatus. 

“We'll see what happens,” he says. 

In the meantime, Bernalwood's 
archives are still live, so you can read 
all about Lappin’s fictional micro- 
hoods, the emergence of La Lengua, 
and what would happen if Bernal 
Hill was turned into a ski resort.

The founders of the Islamic Center 


of San Francisco didn’t choose Crescent 
Street for its Islamic symbolism. But it’s 
been in Bernal Heights since 1965, 
which makes it the oldest mosque in the 
Bay Area. 

Ebrahim Mana, a former board 
member and current trustee, re- 
members making the drive from Mill 
Valley to San Francisco for Jummah, 
or Friday prayer. Until South African 
missionaries walked from one liquor 
store to another in the early 1980s to 
connect Bay Area Muslims, the center 
didn’t have enough people to hold the 
prayer when he first started attending 
in 1977. (Islamic tradition teaches that 
at least five and ideally more than sev- 
en people must be present.) 

Mana also remembers upgrad- 


ing the site from a center to a waqf 
mosque around the same time — a 


move that, from a religious standpoint, 


makes it permanent. Previously, many 
adherents would study in the U.S. and 
later return home, so few required a 
long-term place of worship. 

“That’s not something that one 
would do lightly,” Mana says. But the 
waqf designation also came as prayers 
were held in other cities. “Instead of 
one big center, more local centers are 
being set up.” 

The only other mosque Northern 
California Muslims had to choose from 
at the time was Masjid Annur in Sacra- 
mento, a trip that many made in spite 
of the distance. By 1980, two other 
Oakland mosques opened, but Muslim 
immigrants had not yet meaningfully 
connected with Black Muslims, accord- 
ing to a 2013 study commissioned by 
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the One Nation Bay Area Project. 

Many of the people who flock to 
Crescent Street are of Indian and Paki- 
stani heritage, but members of several 
nationalities can be present at any one 
time. Although worshipers would come 
from all over the Bay Area, it’s easy to 
find San Francisco natives and resi- 
dents of the immediate neighborhood. 

Today, there are at least five 
mosques to choose from in the city. 
But another neighbor, Ishaque Shaikh, 
goes to the Islamic Center of San Fran- 
cisco every day and knows that many 
fellow worshippers are local to Bernal. 
Others are cabbies-turned-Uber-driv- 
ers stopping to pray before embarking 
on their super-commutes from as far 
as Lodi. 

Shaikh has been part of the Cres- 
cent Street center for 30 years and now 
sits on the board. He says neighbors 





have been very accommodating and 
helpful over the years, even letting 
worshipers park in their driveways 
during big Muslim holidays like Eid 
Al-Fitr. 

“We give them a hard time,” Shaikh 
says, acknowledging the parking im- 
pact. 

But some neighbors don’t recipro- 
cate even that much tension — in fact, 
“We Love Muslims” signs have popped 
up nearby since the Trump adminis- 
tration took office. All are welcome any 
time but many non-Muslim neighbors 
typically wander in for the open house 
twice each year. 


The center also has youth programs, 


such as teaching Arabic, because “if we 
don’t take care of our youngsters, our 
religion goes,’ Shaikh says. 

Amaan Shaikh, no relation to 
Shaikh, is one of the youngsters who 
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took their Arabic lessons and has at- 
tended the mosque since he was eight 
years old. He describes it as a close- 
knit community where he was able to 
make Muslim friends, something that 
was harder when he attended Rooftop 
Elementary School in Twin Peaks. 

The 19-year-old is happy the center 
still exists as a place where his extend- 
ed family still gathers. But he also 
looks to the religious center nestled 
in Bernal as a way to unwind from the 
busy region. 

“T kind of think of these prayers as a 
form of meditation,” Amaan says. “It’s 
a relaxing thing.”

Ghostnote in the Machine

When pieced together, the giant 
eight-panel print on the back wall of the 
Lower Haight’s Family Affair gallery re- 
veals an image of focused crate-diggers, 
combing through an old Sacramento re- 
cord store. Standing atop one of the 
stacks is a grizzly, short-haired cat, a sure 
sign for dedicated vinyl junkies that 
within these bins, gems are certain to be 
found. This same image appears on the 
cover of DJ Shadow’s seminal master- 
class in the use of samples, the 1996 al- 
bum Endtroducing... — and on this 
evening, it’s the crown jewel amonga 
number of late-’90s Bay Area hip-hop 
photographic relics. 

One hundred people are crammed 
into the 12-by-12-by-12 gallery, but 
dammit if it doesn’t still feel comfort- 
able. The walls are adorned with iconic 
images of Bay Area hip-hop demigods, 
from Oakland’s Hieroglyphics crew to 
Vallejo’s E-40 to the Boots Riley-led 
The Coup to deft Daly City turntab- 
lists Invisibl Skratch Piklz. The tightly 
packed crowd is here to see a man who 
goes by B+. He stands about 6- foot-4, 
wears white Havaianas flip-flops with 
his jeans rolled up to his ankles, and 
sports a noticeable Irish accent. He 
took all these photographs, and to 
the hip-hop heads in attendance, he’s 
nothing short of a demigod himself. 

“FREAKS OF THE INDUSTRY: 

Bay Area Hip-Hop Shot by B+” is the 
fourth exhibition that the four-month- 
old Family Affair is showing. Next 
door to, and philosophically affiliated 
with, the stalwart Groove Merchant 
Records, Family Affair was founded by 
influential Filipino-American product 
designer and former Wax Poetics maga- 
zine creative director Freddy Anzures. 
Photographs of hip-hop’s finest by 

B+ — or Brian Cross, more formally 
speaking — regularly graced the maga- 
zine’s pages and cover. 

“We wanted this space to be archi- 
val of hip-hop,” Anzures says. “And 
‘FREAKS OF THE INDUSTRY’ is a 
nod to the Bay, which didn’t have the 
same shine as New York or L.A. within 
the music industry. It’s a nod to these 
artists who did something great to put 
the Bay Area on the map.” 

A native of Limerick, Cross first 
came to San Francisco for six months 
in 1988 and then again in 1990 to at- 
tend CalArts. He worked as a furniture 
mover in Hunters Point and rented a 
room in an apartment on the Mission’s 
Clarion Alley. And while that alley is 
famous for its street art, Cross loved 
hip-hop and soul records, and he was 
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B+ let this random

drawn to the bargain record bins at the 
adjacent Community Thrift Store. 

“T couldn't buy a Roy Ayers record 
for 29 cents in Ireland,” he says, mus- 
ing, “The Mission, dude. ... Community 
Thrift had a world of cheap 12-inch 
records. It became my home.” 

As the 90s got into full swing, 
Cross became a go-to hip-hop pho- 
tographer. He shot for L.A.’s URB 
magazine since its inception in 1990, 
where he eventually befriended hip- 
hop historian and co-founder of the 
Bay Area’s Solesides label, Jeff Chang. 
In 1993, he designed his first album 
cover, for Freestyle Fellowship classic, 
Innercity Griots. His artist photography 
and album cover credits read like your 
cool friend’s Top 10 list: Lauryn Hill, 
Nas, Dr. Octagon, Mos Def, Ras Kass, 
Kendrick Lamar, Blackalicious. 

But it’s his work with the artists 
who were grouped into hip-hop’s “un- 
derground” realm — many of them

connected to the Bay Area — that 
made Cross a cultish figure. 

“T’ve always been more interested in 
the things that are skirting around the 
edges,” he says. 

Searching beneath the surface, he 
connected with Josh Davis, aka DJ 
Shadow. When he was working on his 
first book, It’s Not About a Salary: Rap, 
Race & Resistance in Los Angeles, Cross 
called Davis to ask about a particular 
sample. (“Before I heard the original, 
it was all the sample,” Cross says.) 
Davis says he really only knew of Cross 
as an acquaintance of Chang’s at the 
time — as Davis, too, was a Solesides 
co-founder — but they forged a last- 
ing relationship. 

“In the era that [Cross] was taking 
anyone’s picture, it was always a rock 
photographer who was doing it. ... 
They dominated,” Davis says. “So it 
was unusual around here for someone 
like that to be making inroads into 





what we were into. It meant a lot to all 
the groups he photographed that he 
knew their music and knew who they 
were. 

The photos featured in FREAKS OF 
THE INDUSTRY are a gripping display 
of the comfort and depth of emo- 
tion Cross was able to pull from his 
subjects. And ’90s Bay Area hip-hop 
artists pined for people to understand 
their incredible art; Cross’ subjects 
clearly seized the moment in front of 
his lens. In one image of The Coup — 
perfectly framed within an apartment 
window — Boots Riley’s poise and con- 
viction is palpable. In another, Cross 
captures the sincerity in the eyes of the 
group's DJ, Pam The Funkstress. Less 
than a year after her death, the image 
remains an immortal remembrance of 
her tender-but-fierce presence. 

For Dr. Octagon’s 1996 Dr. Octagy- 
nocologist album run, a photo of Dan 
The Automator, DJ Q-Bert, and Kool 
Keith on the streets of San Francisco 
sees the trio largely yielding the lime- 
light to an eccentric transient who 
jumped into the shoot. 

“This brother came outta nowhere,” 
Cross says. “The dignity he presented 
himself with — he stole the photo.” 

With the artists blurred behind the 
zany figure, it gave the image the same 
insane feel of the most experimental 
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The Coup

and positively batshit-crazy album of 
the era. 

Cross has never stopped shooting, 
and he’s now a tenured visual arts 
professor at UC San Diego and was also 
the director of photography for the 
Oscar-nominated Banksy documentary, 
Exit Through the Gift Shop. He just put 
out his latest book of photography 
called Ghostnotes: Music of the Unplayed, 
a mid-career retrospective of his work 
from the past 20 years. It contains pho- 
tos of artists interspersed with subjects 
he’s shot around the world, from Ethio- 
pia to Brazil to Panama and beyond. 

“It’s about the unplayed notes when 
a drummer makes a rhythm,” Cross 
says. “It’s a philosophical nod to the 
commitment to the not-most-main- 
stream characters.” 

Like Bay Area hip hop, B+ has 
thrived in the outskirts and he’s 
comfortable there, if not humble. As 
the evening at Family Affair came to 
a close, someone asked Cross, “What 
do you think of new hip-hop?” Cross 
chuckled, sighed a bit, and quoted 
Freestyle Fellowship’s Myka 9. 

“It’s all love,” he said.

Nome, Alaska, has fewer than 
4,000 residents today, which means the 
entire town could fit twice over inside of 
Bill Graham Civic Auditorium. But in the 
early 1900s, it was the most populous 
city in what was then the District of 
Alaska, with at least 12,000 people and 
probably many more — a treeless, sub- 
arctic boomtown filled with precarious 
tent-dwellers hoping to strike gold on 
other men’s claims before the too-short 
summer ended. By 1920, Nome had 
fewer than 900 souls left. 

Such is the life of many boomtowns: 
a brief explosion followed by a steep 
decline and an eternal negotiations 
with ghosts. Depopulated and ren- 
dered suddenly irrelevant by the vicis- 
situdes of capitalism, they can take on 
weird casts of decay. With fascinating 
desert exceptions like Bodie and Death 
Valley Junction, California’s boom- 
towns followed very different paths. 
Having burst out of the quiet trading 
village of Yerba Buena — today’s Ports- 
mouth Square — like Athena from 
Zeus’ forehead, San Francisco grew 
from 1,000 inhabitants in 1849 to 
25,000 the following year. Los Angeles, 
technically founded 70 years earlier 
when the future California was still a 
hinterland of the vast Spanish empire, 
went from 11,000 people in 1880 to 
1.2 million only 50 years later. 

The California Historical Society’s 
new exhibit, “Boomtowns: How Pho- 
tography Shaped Los Angeles and San 
Francisco” (through March 10, 2019), 
documents the making of urbanized 
California — or, rather, it documents 
a process of documentation, through 
selections from the historical society’s 
vast archives. 

Visitors can practically feel the op- 
timism of state of 40 million people as 
it springs up from almost nothing. In- 
digenous people were here, of course, 
but for various reasons, they and the 
structures they built are nowhere to 
be seen in “Boomtowns.” What is to be 
seen is remarkable: tiny settlements in 
wh, sepia-toned gingerbread houses on 
Rincon Hill in eve-of-destruction San 
Francisco. 

Dispatched by the railroads to the 
Tehachapi Pass in 1877, photographer 
Carleton Watkins acted as a sort of lo- 
cation scout for industrialization itself, 
mapping possible routes for the right- 
of-way. An unknown photographer’s 
late-1920s image of the Hollywood 
Sign when it still read “Hollywoodland” 
makes Los Angeles itself appear like

a barely begun set for an epic film. 

In one of the exhibit’s last images — 
chronologically speaking — Minor 
White captures a Sunstream home at 
1958 42nd Ave. in San Francisco’s Sun- 
set District when it was gleaming and 
new and sitting near the dunes that 
still comprised much of the desolate 
“Outside Lands.” State history happens 
on a truncated timeline. It took the 
Puritans well more than a century to 
slaughter the native peoples and bring 
the witchy New England wilderness 
under cultivation. By the time the 
father of the sitting governor’s father 
was elected governor, eager to build 
modern freeways and aqueducts, Cali- 
fornia had only been California for 108 
years and it was very nearly the most 
populous state. 

Curator Erin Garcia opted against 
strict chronological order in favor of 
thematic groupings, a decision that 
might irritate historians but which 
makes the wonders easier to compre- 
hend. Some images are essentially 
studies in the still-nascent medium of 
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photography, the artists working with 
long exposures in direct sunlight (with 
the images upside down, from their 
point of view). 

Eadweard Muybridge’s 360-degree 
panorama of San Francisco must have 
been technically difficult to pull off, 
and the warped results were probably 
as mind-blowing to contemporary ob- 
servers as Brunelleschi’s rediscovery of 
perspective in the early 15th century. 
The history of California is virtually 
contemporaneous with the history of 
the recorded image, a century-and-a- 
half-long pun on the word “develop.” 

There are delightful visual absurdi- 
ties, too. Tract homes in 1930s Long 
Beach stand next to oil derricks. A 
period poster in the postwar Fillmore 
District, newly emptied of its Japa- 
nese-American residents and filling up 
with Black San Franciscans, advertises 
“Lighten Your Skin with Nadinola 
Bleaching Cream” (a product that still 
exists). We see what might be the first 
strip mall, a drive-through sandwich 
shop with 15-cent offerings, anda 


startling image of an impossibly retro 
traffic jam as Model A cars await the 
opening of Mulholland Drive. “Los 
Angeles to Become Hellish Megalopolis 
by 1950,” The Onion’s book Our Dumb 
Century once said in a fake headline 
ascribed to 1937. That sharp bit of 
satire was actually dated by more than 
a decade, since the picture was taken 
in 1924. 

Ending less than two decades before 
years before Ed Ruscha’s 1966 Every 
Building on the Sunset Strip, “Boom- 
towns’ prefigures the endless creative 
destruction underlying modern Cal- 
ifornia. For San Francisco residents, 
two images in particular stand out. 
One is George Lawrence’s miraculous 
shot of a decimated city in April 1906, 
taken by kite from a couple thousand 
feet over the Bay. In it, the Ferry Build- 
ing aligns perfectly with Market Street 
and its spire creates a dark patch, a 
negative focal point contrasting with 
the sunlight and the smoldering impe- 
rial void where the city had been. 

The other, from the end of the Pan-

ama-Pacific Exhibition, isn’t quite as 
arresting to contemporary eyes. But 

to people in 1915, the dynamiting of 
the fair’s Festival Hall must have been 
nothing short of traumatic. Imagine, 
barely a decade after the disaster, the 
symbol of the city’s recovery bowing 
outward and collapsing, seemingly as 
disposable as an envelope. So much of 
California was always meant to be tem- 
porary, a state built on planned obso- 
lescence and the sunny erasure of his- 
tory, as “Boomtowns’ attests. No one 
really knows what Yerba Buena looked 
like in 1846 — although the documen- 
tation of the next major earthquake 
will be nothing short of total.

I’m a very 
different person at 45 than I was at 17, 
but I know it remains one of the most 
beautiful, heartfelt movies ever, and 
will always be just what I need.

There’s been a cycle in recent years 
of documentaries about the social-jus- 
tice movements of the late 1960s and 
early ’70s, including The Black Panthers: 
Vanguard of the Revolution, She’s Beau- 
tiful When She’s Angry, and I Am Not 
Your Negro. For better or worse, those 
movements existed in the shadow of 
the 800-pound gorilla that was the 


back prodigal daughter Lynne Sachs, here with 
Lizzie Olesker to anchor a program on women's 
labor, both manual and intellectual. Sachsshows 
her Carolee, Barbara, and Gunvor, about the 
Ongoing cinema legacies of Ms. Schneemann, 
Hammer, and Nelson. That inspiring opener 
in fact leads us directly into a half-hour piece 
by the prolific Hammer, who HERSELF has 
honored another woman cultural worker of an 
earlier generation in Maya Deren’s Sink. With 
a soundtrack from Meredith Monk, Barbara's 
cine-poem re-captures Maya's concepts of light, 
space, and time via projections on her original 
bathroom sink(!) and the walls of her LA and 
NYhomes. Then, Lynne and Lizzie’s The Washing 
Society shifts the focus to the physical labor in 
the neighborhood laundromat, a site rife with 
the history of service, and of immigration, ina 
disappearing public space.

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antiwar movement, and from the same 
people who restored the 1982 docu- 
mentary The Atomic Café comes a 4K 
restoration of Glenn Silber and Barry 
Alexander Brown’s 1979 documentary 
The War at Home. (Worth noting is the 
fact that The War at Home’s co-director 
Barry Alexander Brown would go on 
to edit over a dozen Spike Lee joints, 
including Do the Right Thing, The 25th 
Hour, and BlacKkKlansman.) Focusing 
on the events in the city of Madison, 
Wis., from 1963 through 1973, what’s 
striking is how much hasn't changed: 
Protestors are dismissed by the Es- 
tablishment as “angry, vicious mobs” 
led by “professionals,” Nixon’s 1968 
election is described as one of the most 
depressing nights ever, and white peo- 
ple utterly lose their shit when their 
racism is pointed out.

MYANMAR-VELOUS

Tea leaf salad, or laphet thoke, 
will forever be the emblem of Burmese 
food inside the U.S.: its hamburger and 
its filet mignon, glorified and prosaic all 
at once. As one of very few places in the 
world where tea leaves are eaten rather 
than only dried, pulverized, and drunk, 
Myanmar is special. And something 
about the salty, citrusy, earthy dish, with 
its wide variety of textures and hope- 
fully plenty of garlic, makes it something 
worth paying attention to for the subtle 
shades of difference from restaurant to 
restaurant. 

It’s likely why Burma Superstar 
tosses its tea leaf salad tableside, for 
that extra bit of theater. Unfortunate- 
ly, Burma Superstar has had credible 
accusations of substantial wage theft 
levied against its management, so I 
haven’t been there in awhile. (As with 
chefs who sexually abuse their em- 
ployees, there’s no reason to patronize 
such a place.) So instead, I went toa 
shopping center off Hickey Boulevard 
in Pacifica. 

[heard about Ledu from a friend 
who heard about it from a Burmese 
Uber driver, which sounds like the be- 
ginning to a painfully insipid Thomas 
L. Friedman column about foreign 
relations, but sometimes cliches are 
cliches for a reason. It’s essentially 
two restaurants in one: an $11.95 all- 
you-can-eat Chinese buffet and ana la 
carte Burmese menu of two dozen or 
so dishes, listed without any descrip- 
tion. (Almost everything ranges from 
$8 to $11.) This slight schizophrenia 
has an unfortunate byproduct: Ledu’s 
Yelp rating is a measly two stars, al- 
most all of it seemingly attributable 
to people who ate the buffet and re- 
ported their strident dissatisfaction. 
Apparently, it’s cold, the dishes sit 
there all day without replenishment, 
and it won't apologize for voting for 
Jill Stein in a swing state. 

But the a la carte menu is full of 
strong dishes that are clearly made 
with care, particularly the tea leaf 
salad, which was more properly bitter 
than flatly astringent, as mediocre 
salads sometimes are. While there’s 
a hefty handful of peanuts on it, it’s 
really a cornucopia that almost ap- 
proaches a Southeast Asian trail mix, 
sparked by plenty of pan-fried garlic. 
You're going to want to wring every 
drop from those lime wedges, which 
feel like the electrical current in the 
primordial sea that jump-started life 
itself. There were only two problems: 
the actual tea-leaf component was

smallish, and the tomatoes were the 
pale hue of a watermelon Italian ice. 
Few things are more frustrating than 
a sad tomato! Other than that, it’s a 
must. 

Shan noodles, another Burmese 
delicacy, came with chicken, some 
pickled vegetables, and plenty of 
peanuts. At the risk of damning them 
with faint praise, they weren't greasy 
at all, a perfectly suitable meal in and 
of itself. Potato-filled samosas — a 
generous eight to an order — were 
also smartly fried, and they came alive 
with a spoonful of chili oil. A bowl of 
fried rice loves egg, and Ledu’s fries 
two of them over easy, letting you 
stir the yolks so that they cook fully 
by mixing into the rice — with more 
peanuts, naturally. As far as umami 
simplicity goes, this is top-notch. 


Pacitica lerritica 


The pork ear salad, an offal delight 
that’s certainly not designed with a 
native-born American palate foremost 
in mind, was about as subtley execut- 
ed as any such dish I’ve tried. “Carti- 
laginous’” is hardly the most appetiz- 
ing of adjectives, but for anyone who’s 
cultivated a taste for such pig ears, 
it was sauced with a confidence that 
the strips of meat were there to speak 
for themselves, only a little spicy, and 
chewy in the most satisfying way. 

But the best item was probably the 
moh hinga, arguably the real national 
dish of Myanmar. A catfish-and-ver- 
micelli soup with cilantro, it was as 
nourishing as a broth and as satiating 
as a stew, capturing that earthy bass 
note that differentiates Burmese cui- 
sine from the less-rustic standards of 
American-friendly Thai food.

There are so few mini-malls in San 
Francisco that you almost have to 
remind yourself that this is how vast 
swaths of America eat, but the rarity 
works to Ledu’s advantage. Apart 
from some cheery tablecloths, the 
interior is nothing to shake a stick at, 
and at night, the buffet appears most 
uninviting. Let it uninvite you, and 
let excellent Burmese be your reward 
instead.

Andiamo,

The customer base for whole- 
animal butchery isn’t necessarily the 
moneyed bourgeoisie some people might 
assume it is. 

“T have a lot of people who aren’t 
American-born,” says Angela Wilson, 
co-founder and butcher at Avedano’s 
Meats in Bernal Heights. “It’s people 
who can taste the difference in quality 
of better-raised meat, and probably 
they’ve come from a place where meat 
is raised better, so they have a standard 
by which they’re comparing.” 

Another big segment of her clien- 
tele consists of people searching for 
harder-to-find cuts, like trotters ora 
pork butt with skin on it. Others are 
students in sausage-making classes or 
workshops where they work with half a 
hog in a one-on-one environment. Then 
there are the passionate fans of the 
Italian-style shop’s paninis, who stand 
on the intense-looking bull inlaid in 
the terrazzo floor, waiting for theirs. It 
seems like a stable, sizeable pool from 
which to draw a healthy business. What 
becomes challenging, though, is stock- 
ing sufficient quantities of what Wilson 
refers to as “commodity” meats. 


“Sometimes, we're not going to have 
20 racks of ribs if somebody calls,” she 
says. We’re not commodity, so we 
don’t just carry stuff like that all the 
time. In some ways, being a specialty 
whole-animal butcher shop has been 
a bit of a curse as much as it is a bless- 
ing, because people want the cuts they 
want, and doing whole-animal doesn’t 
provide that.” 

That’s not the only difficulty of 
running a specialty store. Ticking off a 
list of small business-owner woes like 
taxes and labor costs, Wilson is afraid 
she sounds almost like a Republican. 
But mostly it’s the space itself, whose 
kitchen is about to get tighter as the 
adjacent building becomes condos — 
plus the cost of staying in it. Wilson 
has secured two five-year leases at 235 
Cortland Ave., but a new landlord effec- 
tively doubled her monthly rent, to al- 
most $8,000. It’s more than some bars 
shell out — and Wilson would know, 
as her partner owns nearby Holy Water 
and mega-dive El Rio. 

Although Avedano’s has been 
around only since July 2007, Wilson 
was able to secure legacy status — 
with $2,000 from the city every month 
— because she found enough old 
photographs to prove that the site had 
been a butcher shop through most of 
the 20th century. 

“Tjust got legacy status,” she says. 
“But still my rent is really high. Al- 
though I'd say this year, 2018, is a lot 
better than 2017, when we hit some 
dips because of all the meal kits and 
online shopping.” 

Although Wilson emphasizes that 
she’s not looking to blast the landlord 
in the public sphere, obtaining legacy

status essentially means she’s simply 
lining the property owner’s pockets. 

Nonetheless, the thrill of her job 
has never abated. Wilson loves work- 
ing with small farms to keep that 
essential element of California agricul- 
ture alive, and she’s opened a satellite 
location inside Maison Corbeaux, an 
upscale wine-and-spirits shop in Pacific 
Heights that was required to have a 
food component. Having lived in the 
same Bernal Heights home since 2003, 
she also operates her own chai com- 
pany, a separate business that’s her 
“bread-and-butter.” 

Avedano’s other two original part- 
ners, Tia Harrison and Melanie Eise- 
mann, have moved on, and Erin Singer 
and Matthew Arthur have come on 
board. Although everything the shop 
produces remains pasture-raised, it has 
departed from its original vision in a 
couple ways. 

“We were very strict and religious 
about everything being whole-animal,” 
Wilson says of the beginning, but the 
reality of running a business makes the 
cost of certain items prohibitive. 

For instance, pastrami, the quint- 
essential cured-brisket staple of New 
York delis. Wilson’s supplier produces 
it at scale for as much as she would 
spend on the ingredients alone. Asa 
secondary consequence of not making 
pastrami, she robs her employees of 
the chance to learn a particular skill. 

“That’s part of the joy,” she says. 
“When people are like, ‘I want to make 
this!’ and I’m like, “Yeah, sure’ — but 
I’m not thinking of ‘How many hours 
is that going to take?’ and ‘How much 
money is that going to cost me?’”

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needs to figure these things out some- 
how. For all of Avedano’s acclaim, 
Wilson is forthright about how she 
and her original partners learned by 
doing, on the job. She already knew 
how to cut rabbits, chickens, and small 
animals, but nothing bigger. Dave 
Budworth of Marina Meats — aka 
“Dave the Butcher” — worked with 
them for a few years, and Ryan Farr 
of 4505 Meats as well, and the whole 
gagele accrued their cutting experi- 
ence together. 

“The thing about butchery is the 
product costs so much, so nobody’s 
going to let you learn on their product 
— so we paid for their mistakes,” she 
says. Even today, we teach [our em- 
ployees] and if they make a mistake, 

I always say, ‘We're not saving babies’ 
lives around here.’ Nobody’s dead, and 
mistakes are going to happen, and 
you re never going to learn unless you 
make mistakes. It costs me money, 
but anyone who’s worked for me has 
learned on the job and become awe- 
some butchers.”

Most afternoons, I bounce 
around the Sunset going from Chinese 
snackeries to dive bars like Cinderella 
Saloon for a beer and a game of pool.

them with tons of high school kids on 
their lunch break. And on one particular 
Tuesday, I struck gold on Taraval Street. 
I happened to notice a parade of stu- 
dents clumped by the entrance of a little 
sushi restaurant, leaving with little con- 
tainers of food. Further investigation 
was of the utmost importance — and oh 
boy, did it pay off. 

Sushi Zen, on Taraval Street be- 
tween 20th and 21st avenues, is a 
seemingly ordinary Japanese restau- 
rant with run-of-the-mill nigiri, tem- 
pura, donburi, and udon. But none of 
this is what we're here for. We’ve come 
for something rarer: the student lunch 
special! 

During lunchtime — 11:30 a.m. to 
3:45 p.m. — Sushi Zen’s takeout win- 
dow offers a special menu with little 
dishes like salmon teriyaki served over 
rice, spicy fried sweet-and-sour chick- 
en, fish katsu, and California rolls, all 
for about $5. As they say: “When in 
Rome, do what the cool kids are do- 
ing,” so I ordered the chicken teriyaki. 
For $4.50, a heaping pile of white rice 
is scooped into a plastic container 
and slathered with plump strips of 
sticky chicken. The sauce is sweet and 
syrupy, with a salty-soy flavor anda 


sharp gingery bite. It’s utterly simple 
and irresistibly delicious. There is just 
something about eating a big bowl 

of food on the street that feels like a 
guilty pleasure. The kids revelled in the 
moment when they get to leave cam- 
pus, run amok, and stuff their faces on 
Japanese takeout. Some of my young 
comrades were flipping over their rice 
bowls and loading the bottom surface 
with extra sauce to enhance the dish’s 
wickedness and consequently, their 
own street cred. 

What’s the best part of this little 
deal? Being a student isn’t even a 
requirement; jump in line and try to 
blend in. Just like that, the adolescent 
storm was gone as fast as it arrived. A 
wave of students rushed back to sixth 
period, leaving only a couple strag- 
glers wearing oversized backpacks like 
tumbleweeds. And then there’s me, 
walking back to Cinderella’s in an emp- 
ty street with a belly full of teriyaki, 
ready for another round of pool.

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Beer Brunch 
Is the Wave of 
the Future

There have been perturbations 
throughout the Bay Area beer universe 
— the happy kind. On Polk Street, the 
former Buffalo Theory will soon become 
home to a medium-term pop-up from 
SoMa’s Black Hammer Brewing, set to 
last until February at the very earliest. 
Further, Chef Tim Luym of Buffalo The- 
ory has landed at Brew Coop in the Mis- 
sion, a sort of fast-casual, pour-your-own 
spot in the former Osha Thai. 
Meanwhile, in Windsor, Natalie 
and Vincent Cilurzo cut the ribbon on 
a Russian River Brewing production 
facility specifically designed to ac- 
commodate the hordes who take over 
Downtown Santa Rosa for the all-too- 


brief appearance of Pliny the Younger, 
the brewery’s time-consuming and la- 
bor-intensive Triple IPA. With seats for 
200 and a dozen brews on tap, it’s all 
the more reason for SMART to hurry 
up and build that extension to Wind- 
sor (scheduled to open by 2022). 

But the best news is probably that 
Magnolia Dogpatch is fully up and 
running. After a three-month hiatus 
and a rebrand from the original name, 
Smokestack at Magnolia Brewing, the 
reimagined brewery-restaurant rolled 
out service under Chef Laurance Gor- 
don in September. It’s since debuted 
brunch on Saturdays and Sundays 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m., with dishes 
like a croque madame, flatbreads with 
bacon or sausage, a house breakfast 
sandwich, and a half-dozen cinnamon 
sugar-dusted doughnuts for $5. 

While rosé made a noble effort at 
dethroning Champagne from its pri- 
macy over the last two summers, it’s 
probably worth letting a beer brunch 
have a go. Proving Ground IPA, Kali- 
fornia Kélsch, and Pepe Le Pew Saison 
are all willing to take a shot, although 
Billy Sunday Pale Ale seems best suit- 
ed to the task. Now that Magnolia 
is partially owned by New Belgium

Brewing and Dick Cantwell of Seattle 
craft brewery Elysian has headed up 
brewing operations, we'll see if the 
concept has the staying power that 
eluded the previous incarnation. One 
additional strength is that Chef Gor- 
don hails from Mikkeller and Back of 
the House’s Belgian brasserie, Belga, 
both of which are as beer-focussed as 
they come. 

As of this Monday, Oct. 22, lunch 
is up and running as well. Gone is the 
barbecue, and in its place, diners can 
find chicken meatball and fried fish 
sandwiches, a Sheboygan bratwurst 
— an underappreciated variety in Cal- 
ifornia and something J. Kenji Lopez- 
Alt’s team was doing aat Wursthall for 
a while — plus amped-up vegetarian 
dishes like a “fully loaded” roasted cau- 
liflower. Happy hour, though, may be 
the real prize. With $25 select pitchers, 
discounted bar bites, and $1 off house 
beer and tap wine, it could have the 
magic touch. This Magnolia is in full 
flower — but more importantly, great 
week, everybody. Great week.

The season in Ibiza has nearly 
ended, and DJs are heading from Platja 
den Bossa to their respective home 
bases. Some capitals of the Northern 
Hemisphere are considerably drearier 
than others, but in spite of the sun set- 
ting before 4 p.m. in London for much of 
the winter, Matt Robson-Scott and Kye 
Gibbon of Gorgon City don’t necessarily 
mind leaving the Mediterranean. 

“We've played Amnesia every 
Tuesday for the season for about 
three years,” Robson-Scott tells SF 
Weekly from London, referring to the 
world-famous venue with a capacity of 
5,000. “We won't stop doing it because 
we love it, and it’s a massive part of 
our creative process when it comes to 
getting inspiration for new tracks and 
ideas. We just love it. We’re DJs at 
heart.” 

Gorgon City is the six-year-old 
house duo that’s established its repu- 
tation on a seemingly endless series of 
collaborations, and in the four years 
since 2014’s Sirens, Robson-Scott and 
Gibbon have essentially never stopped 
DJing. 

“It’s just as important as a live band 
for us,’ Robson-Scott says. “We kind 
of come from the underground and 
we ve always been DJs and producers, 
so it’s a natural thing to continue 
DJing constantly and making club-ori- 
ented tracks in our set. We may not 
release them all, but we’re always 
making dancefloor-heavy tunes on the 
road — and in the studio we can play 
with them.” 

All that playing with them has yield- 
ed Escape, released in August. While lis- 
teners can glean a narrative structure, 
the record has a sort of greatest-hits- 
of-the-last-four-years-of-our-adven- 
tures feel to it, owing to its genesis and 
creation occuring while on the road. 
(There are moments of genuine beauty, 
of course, especially on “Imagination.”) 
But the overall vibe goes hand-in-hand 
with another phenomenon of the 
period: the re-importation of house 
into the United States, by British DJs. 
Disclosure, Duke Dumont, and Route 
94 were the three biggest names, and 
Robson-Scott attributes the trend to 
“an explosion that had been happening 
in England. 

“The music was fresh again, and it 
was in the charts,” he says. “We were all 
having Top 10 hits in the U.K., and... 
it was a throwback to what a lot of the 
older generation had when they were 
younger." 
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After EDM peaked, people were 
looking for more, he says. But they 
weren't familiar with the history. 

“The timing was perfect for acts like 
us to come to America and get new fans 
and audiences,” Robson-Scott contin- 
ues, ‘and if it wasn’t for that explosion 
of U.K. music, we probably wouldn't be 
doing this tour right now.” 

A bus tour across North America 
would typically be hectic, with very 
few unscheduled segments, but Rob- 
son-Scott found the time to attend 
the Dirtybird West Coast Campout in 
Modesto earlier this month. They'd 
shared a bill several times — playing 
Holy Ship together, for instance — so 
Claude VonStroke suggested it when 
they were all DJing in San Francisco last 
New Year’s Eve. In addition to Escape, 


Gorgon City has released two remixes of

especially propulsive and lively. 


And their show at the Warfield this 


Saturday, Oct. 27, won't simply be a 
DJ set, but a performance with their 
full band. 

“We've got our two singers, and 
we ve got our drummer, and then the 
gear: a hell of a lot of new stuff to 
use,” Robson-Scott says. “We’ve been 
touring for four years now, and we've 
always built on the original show that 
we first made, adding songs here and 
there. But parts of the show we’ve 
done since the beginning and this time 
we ve completely stripped everything 
back and started from scratch.” 

At the time of our phone conver- 
sation, Robson-Scott and Gibbon 
had just left the studio, where they 
were hard at work at pre-production, 
fashioning the sounds they’ll use and 
working out who’s going to play what. 

He ticks off a list: “Whether I’m 
going to play the bassline and Kyle’s 
going to play the chords, or which 
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drum sounds we're going to use and 
which we’re not going to use and how 
we re going to change the drums to 
make them sound more exciting in a 
live environment.” 

All that attention to differentiating 
the listening-on-the-living-room-floor- 
with-headphones-on experience from 
a rave almost makes a person pine for 
mega-warehouse clubs — like you still 
find in London, with its temporary li- 
censes and as-yet ungentrified periph- 
eral neighborhoods. 

“You do have some cool clubs 
there,” Robson-Scott says. “Seeing as 
it’s actually not that big a city, I think 
you have a good scene.”

DIRTY PROJECTORS

Despite a prolific discography and a reputation for sharp inventiveness, 
Dirty Projectors’ leader Dave Longstreth not too long ago was forced to re- 
think what the band’s identity was. After encountering commercial and crit- 
ical success with their now-iconic 2009 record Bitte Orca, Dirty Projectors 
entered a phase of seemingly nonstop touring. Pressure built to follow up 
their success, which they did remarkably well with 2012’s warm-hearted LP 
Swing Lo Magellan. Despite producing arguably their best material until that 
point, the group entered a dormant phase, spurred by a romantic breakup 
between Longstreth and longtime bandmate Amber Coffman. During the 
hiatus, Longstreth kept himself creatively engaged with other projects, 
working with Kanye West, Rihanna, and Paul McCartney on their collabo- 
rative single “FourFiveSeconds” and producing some cuts off Solange’s mas- 
terful record A Seat at the Table. The break proved to work in Longstreth’s 
favor when it was time to reignite Dirty Projectors, now creatively re-ener- 
gized by experimenting with new production techniques and culminating in 
the release of last year’s self-titled album, a soothingly honest reflection of 
past love expressed through shades of hazy R&B. Contrasting with the the- 
matically dark and subdued nature of Dirty Projectors, the recently released 
Lamp Lit Prose is a colorful and buoyant antidote that hears a fierce Long- 
streth at the most ambitious and confident he has ever sounded, not hesi- 
tant to occasionally reward listeners with pop-driven hooks and tastefully 
curated guest musicians from Rostam to Empress Of. Tim Casagrande

Hi, Dan: lam a homosexual young adult seeking 
advice about kitten play. I find it very intriguing, and 
I’m wondering where to start. It’s a turn-on when 
someone calls me kitten, but ’'m not sure how to ex- 
press my kink or desire for kink play to the person or 
persons I am into. Any advice would be appreciated. 


Constructive Advice Thoughtfully Sought 


Hi, CATS: Iam a homosexual not-so-young 
adult without much advice to offer where kitten 
play is concerned. I’ve encountered plenty of gay 
puppies in the wild—at various leather/fetish 
events—but I’ve seen only one fetish kitty in my 
lifetime, and she was a queen. (A female cat is 
called a queen, a male cat is called a tom, anda 
group of cats is called a glare. #TheMoreYouKnow!) 

But Amp Somers, who hosts the kink-friendly 
sex-ed show Watts the Safeword, assures me that 
gay kitties are definitely a thing. 

“Kitten play is a subcategory of the ‘animal role- 
play’ or ‘pet play’ kink,” said Somers. “It is a form 
of domination and submission in which someone 
gets into the head space of an animal they are 
role-playing and takes on its characteristics—be it 
with gear (masks, tails, collars) or by acting out the 
mannerisms of their animal. Most importantly, 
and this goes for all proper pet players, there are 
no actual animals involved in this play.” 

Puppy play is the most common form of pet 
play—by far—and it’s very popular among young- 
er gay kinksters. (Please don’t confuse gay pups or 
kitties with gay bears or otters. The former is about 
role-play and fetish; the latter is about body type, 
affirmation, and community.) But what accounts 
for the popularity of pet play among younger kink- 
sters? 

“This sort of play allows someone to get into 
kink easily with or without a partner and in a play- 
ful manner,’ said Somers. “Pet play allows players 
to get their feet wet in the BDSM world without 
having to visit a dark dungeon, get tied up, or 
engage in anything a newer kinkster might find 
intimidating. It’s a great entry-level kink.” 

As for expressing your kink, CATS, that’s some- 
thing you're going to have to work out on your 
own. 

“Timagine CATS already has an image of what 
kitten play looks like to them, and I bet it differs 
from what I might imagine my own pet play would 
look like or even from what readers imagine a 
kitten player to look like,” said Somers. “Is CATS 
a domesticated lazy kitten who lies in the sun? A 
curious, well-trained, docile cat responsive to cud- 
dles and treats? Or is he a rambunctious, bratty, 
independent stray?” 

To find your way into the kink scene, Somers 
recommends getting online. 

“That’s how I first found pet play,” he said. 
“Sites like kitten-play.com offer in-depth written 
pieces by players, links to resources, and forums 
where CATS can educate himself. Other sites like 
FetLife or Facebook provide more private groups 
to ‘meet’ others, ask more in depth questions, find 
local get-togethers, and make friends to socialize 
with. Or if they prefer video content, YouTube 
has a number of creators (like ‘Scream Kiwi’) who 
talk about their kinks in a fun, educational, and 
personal way. And once CATS feels comfortable in 
their own identity and has defined what they want 
out of this play, they will be able to really commu- 
nicate to their partner(s) what they’re into and 
what they want out of kitten play.”
